Washington, May 30— A nation 

loyal first of all to itself, but nev- 
er failing to measure up to the 
demands of advancing civilization 
was pictured by President Hard- 
ing today in liis Memorial ad- 
dress at Arington National Ceme- 
tery. He said American heroes 
of every war. accompiislu'd far 
more than the immediate ends 
for which they fought, because 
ihcy helped to erect a shrine for 
the liberty loving of every race. 
He declared the whole mission of 
America had become an unrealiz- 
ed dream if this heritage was ev- 
er sacrificed. 

"Our country never failed to 
measure up to the demands pre- 
sented in behalf of humanity and 
never will" he said. "When it 
ceases to meet these drafts it no 
longer will be our country-. It 
will be a wretched and decaying 
memorial of another civilization 
i that has crumbled, of anothei 
j ideal which has failed, of anothei 
'ambition for men's happiness 
I which somehow lias j^onc awry.'

New York.— America's fast thinning 
deposits are yielding more and more 

grudgingly the 75,000,000 tons of iron 
ore uimually consumed In this coun- 
try, according to authorities at Cuium- 
bia university, where the upbuilding 
of ore-dressing laboratories is being 
fostered by big outside enterprises. 

Profit from a bountiful supply of 
high-grade ores was easy in the old 
days, it was said, but now to reap 
even a small margin of gain enormous 
tonnages of low grade ores, requiring 
highly specialized scientilic knowledge 
and skill, must be treated. 

The application of scientific knowl- 
edge gained in college laboratories is 
facilitated by tlie co-operation of the 
universities and the industries, Arthur 
F. Taggart, professor of ore-dressing 
in the Ctiluiubia schools of mines, en- 
gineering and chemistry, said in con- 
nection with an announcement by the 
trustees of a gift of $2,500 for the pur- 
chase and installation of new equip- 
ment f(ir the university's ore-dressing 
laboratories. 

"This gift, by the Miami Copper 
company for the promotion of-iesearch 
in the problems of ore concentration, 
is further evidence of the generous at- 
titude on the part of many company 
officials toward the engineering 
schools," Prnfcssor Taggart said. 

Another Lesson From the War. 
"It is a direct result of the lesson 

tanglit by tlie war that nuich of the 
knowledge gained in pure research iu 
the college laboratory can be rapidly 
and i^ofitably applied to commercial 
technical operations by proper co- 
opei-aiion between the technical staffs 
of commercial organizations and the 
investigators in the universities. 

"The importance of thorough and 
.':peciallzed training in ore-dressing has 
been recognized coincidentally vrith 
the rapidly increasing demand tor 
scientific and technical knowledge Im- 
piiseil on concent rating mill oiK-ralors 
j i)y tlie constant diminution in grade 
I of metallic ores available for CNidoita- 
I tion. In tlie old days of high-grade 
j ore deposits no special knOAvledge was 
necessary to make a profit out of the 
treatment of the ores mined. 

"According to W. G. Swart, raining 
and metallurgical engineer of Dulutli, 
in an article written for Engineering 
Foundation, which is fostering indus- 
trial researcli on a nationwide scale, 
'each year there are consumed in the 
United States about 75,000,000 tons of 
iron ore. Known deposits meeting 
this requirement are being rapidly 
depleted. The economic utilization of 
low-grade ores is the solution, of this 
problem.' " 

"To treat tlie present-day, low-grade 
ores at a profit requires the handling 
of enormous tonnages on a very small 
margin of possible gain," Professor 
Taggart continued. "The siii.ce.-^sful 
initiation and direction of sucli proj- 
ects call for the highest scientific 
knowledge and engineering skill. 
Since no two problems of ore treat- 
ment are alike, training In the subject 
properly takes the line of a thorough 
grounding ia fundamental principles, 
with each lesson pointed, where pos- 
sible, by an experiment with a typical 
piece of mill apparatus. Such train- 
ing for the general student in mining 
and metallurgy fits him for atta\!k on 
the usual concentrating problems that 
will arise in his engineering experi- 
ence. 

Intensive Training. 

"The mau who plans to be a spe- 
cialist in ore treatment needs more 
intensive training. This may be ob- 
tained either in the field or, In school, 
but such a man will save time if he 
does part of his preparation in a 
school where the experience of an in- 
structor Is available for direction of 
^his efforts and help in his dlflSenlties. 
For such a student Intensive researcli 
into some difficult and, preferably, 
slightly explored field Is the best of 
all training. 

"His calls in later work will mostly 
come only because others have failed 
in the solution of the particular prob- 
lem, which usually means that itM.s 
new and difficult. Hence, his training 
must teach methods of attack and aid 
the development of the stodbnt's im- 
agination, initiative and analytical 
ability. Res'earch as outlined will do 
this, or it will make evident the lack 
of such qualities, without which suc- 
cessfnl 8()ecializatIon is Impossible, 
and thus save much "labw and dis- 
appointment. 

"Co-operation between the universi- 
ties and the industries of the country 
has been the subject of much thought 
within tlie last few years and many 
plans have been put forward to make 
each co-operation effective and profit, 
able to both partiee.*^

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THE ADVANTAGES of A CENTRAL PLANT 

• - 

And Hie Soundness Of The Board's Economic Polig 



Educational authoritieg have been consulted by those in 
charge <ctf^e Richmond City Sc^ioolsffiTegard to a new school iplant 
for our city. ^Seorge D* Strayea^, hes(^ oil the department of school 
administration of Columbia University, says that all towns of 1 0,000 
population and under should have one central school plant. It is 
more economical, in point of money, time and energy; it combines 
and focuses all the school forces at one point, making for greater effi- 
ciency in every way; it is more democratic, more thoroughly Amer- 
ican; it is conducive to a finer and more wholesome school spirit. 

One central sdiool plant ?»as the tendency to keep more chil- 
dren in school throughout Ihe erttire twelve grades. The biggest 
problem in education is to keep the children in school. A few years 
ago it was thought that there should be a sharp division between the 
grades and higii school; that they should be n separate buildings; 
that high school students should be called fpshmen, sophomores, 
juniors and seniors and that they should be m.ade aware of the fact 
that they had moved up a distinct step, just as the college freshman 
feels he has moved into a new comixuiy when he passes from high 
school into college. This theory has been more or less exploded. The 
new idea in education is that the cotinuity of the twelve grades should 
be emphasized. There should be no sharp division between the 
eighth and ninth grades, neither in subject matter, plan of recitaton 
nor environment. Hie sid>ject matter of the high school should ex- 
tend down into the gractes and that of the grades up into the high 
school. The wide gulf now between the grades and high school, the 
new surroundings and the new ways of doing things are the principal 
cause of the large number of students quitting school at this time. 

' Mr. Strayer further says that the only excuse for two build- 

ings in any, town is the fact that the city becomes so large when it 
reaches 1 3,000 or 20,000 that the number of pupils is unwieldy and 
the size of the building impractical. I^chmond is only 6,000 and 
the average distance for each child to walk is increased very httle with 
the hill location. Would any citizen prefer his or her child walking 
three sqnaiies to an inadequate building not built according to cor- 
rect principles of school architecture and on entirely inadequate 
grounds, to walking six squares to an entirely modern building ac- 
cording to the best in school construction on the finest school ^te in 
the Commonwealth? 



Some say it would save so much money to rdi>uiLi on die 
Caldw^ lot. We want to show you that noihing would be »v«d 
Jby '«o doing — nothing, not even in present dollars and cenfe. We 
are assuming as common ground that Richmond people would not 
be satisfied with anything entirely wrong. If this be true, we know 
ait;b&£e diat the building cannot go back on the same louncbttian 
throughout with exactly the same walls, halls and rooms. We know 
this because the old arrangement Vv'as not right from the stanc^int 
of even what is fairly good in school architecture. The axis of the 
building was wrong. It was east and west. Thebestaxisforaschodl 
building is a httle askew of north and south. Since the axis was 
wrong the lighting was wrong. The boys' toilet received light from 
the north only. No less an authority than P. P. Claxton, U. S. Com- 
missioner of Education, says that a toilet receiving light only from the 
north has a bad effect on the morals of children. You could not go 
from the front of the building to the back without going outdoors or 
disturbing a recitation. The public objected to atten<£ng school 
functions because the auditorium was almost inaccessible. To cor- 
rect all these details, including orientation, the architect says, would 
require $83,000. This would leave the high school in the same con- 
dition as at present Everyone knows the incompleteness and inadapt- 
ability of the present high school building to the present hig^ school 
needs. Twenty-five thousand dollars would not put the building in 
such shape as to give Richmond the high school her boys and girls 
shoidd have. The $1 1 0,000 would then be consumed, the same as 
the architect s estimate for one central plant, and 350 grade diSdren' 
woulc^ not have the advantage of Madison's spacious grounds. In this 
presentation nothing whatever has been said of the saving resulting 
from the operation of one central plant in actual running expiBBse 
each year. After all, would anything be saved in idoUars and cenfts) 
Dollars and cents c^Riiiot rank in importance witk the far greater and 
better things given to the children to help them be all they ought to 
be; and yet even from the dollars and cents point of view nothing 
woidd be4o&t. f , / ^ 0,

BRmSH TO PUSH COLONIZING 



Plan Being Made to Settle UndevoN 
oped Parts of Empire aa 
Defense Measure. 

London. — The government is to htid 
a conference v,-ith representatives of 
the dominions to formulate a policy 
of promoting the settlement of Brit- 
ish colonists in new' and undeveloped 
parts of tl'.e empire. 

This plan is intended to serve the 
double piirpo^o of distributing the 
population of the. United Kingdom so 
as ti> populate the empty spaces of 
the euipiie ami insure that the addi- 
tional population of these undevel- 
oped territories will be British both in 
birth and spirit. 

By these means it is hoped to pro- 
vide for the defense as well as the 
development of the empire and to re- 
duce the surplus of women over men 
in the population- of the United King- 
dom. 

Could Not Get CentraL

Captain Williamson, Sixty-Two Years 
in Service, Never Srek and Never 
Had >\eeident. 

Cincinnati.— Capt. Edward S. Wil- 
liamson, wlio recently celebrated his 
seveutj-sixth birtlidny anniversary, be- 
lieves he holds a rivor record that is 
unequalcd. l-'or Gi! years he rode on 
boats on the Ohio river. For 55 years 
he was a licensed pilot. Now he is 
capiain of the steamer John S. Hub- 
bard, wiiich operates between CSncin- 
uati and Louisville. 

The veteran river pilot, in relatins 
the Interesting story, said: "I was 
about fourteen years of age when I 
was first employed on a boat opei'ated 
by my fatlier froii Pomeroy, O., wheie 
I was burn. I navigated the Ohio river 
for seven years, juid when tweiity-one 
I oi)laii)ed a license as a fiill-fled;.'»Mj 
pilot. I passed the examination witli- 
uut any trouble. All the men who 
were members of the board of examin- 
ers have since died. 

"For .".'> years 1 was pilot for the 
White <'o|lar line, and made two trips 
a week between T'omeroy and Cincin- 
nati, traveling on an averapre of 1.000 
miles a week. Ai tlial rale, I traveled 
oi-VNK) miles a year, and in 35 years 
1,820,000 mites. Mind you, in all thai 
time I was nitk-er ill or lost a day. 

"For five years 1 have been maklnj; 
two trij>s to Louisville eacli week. Kadi 
round trip is 300 miles, or GOO miles a 
week. That would make a total of 156,- ' 
UOO miles in five years. So yoq can 
see that 40 years of my service Is un- 
accounted fi)i', as to ciistance traveled. 
I. think 1 have cove«'ed more than 1.- 
000,000 miles in 22 years, making a 
total In excess of 3,000,000 miles in Gi' 
years of service." 

LMirins ilie G2 years of service t'ap 
tain Williamson never was in an acci 
dent, and the only time he was pre- 
vented from traveling was when the 
Ice .stoppeii the boats. > 

Kiiring liie ("ivil war Capiain Wi! 
liamson piloted the gunboat Alice ui> 
the Ohio river, wheh Morgan's raider.-* 
were approaching the North. "I had 
to stand l>etween pieces of boiler iron 
wlilie in the pilot house to avoid beiu{; 
shut," he said.
